Congress Receives 
Request to Relieve 
Oppression Victims 
KEY WEST, Fla.—(AP)—

gration gates to admit 300,- 
000 additional Europeans 
during the next three years.

Follows Directive

Atlantic 


Treaty Organization. 


The president declared "there

VHe has used a 
public office of great public trust, 
not to strengthen and preserve our 
institutions in this time of stress 
and strain, but to weaken them by 
bringing suspicion on honest gov- 
ernmental employes. 


"He has weakened the confi- 


dence of the public in the honesty 
and integrity of the government 
and those who are employed by it. 


"In these days of necessarily 


heavy burdens no public officer is 
clbser to the people than the col- 
lector of federal taxes." 


Judge Hulen declared that Fin- 


negan had not only committed per- 
jury during the trial, but had en- 
couraged it by others as well.

Experiment in 
Blood Kills W. 
Coast Student 


SEATTLE — (AP) — An 18- 


year-old college honor student died 
yesterday of an injection of bac- 
terially-contaminated blood, given 
during: an experiment connected 
with war research by the Univer- 
sity of Washington. 


The young victim, James Stan- 


ley Lccdonv, &t freshman at Seattle 
university, was one of 40 volun- 
teers participating in the project 
seeking better ways -to preserve 
whole blood. 


He died three days after the In- 


jection, despite every effort to 
save his life. 


Dr. Robert H. Williams, head of 


the Universit of Washington de- 
partment of medicine, said the 
blood became contaminated "by 
some phenomenon" after it had 
been refrigerated. 


"The only way we can explain 


it," said Dr. Williams, "is that' the 
bacteria was able to grow in some 
manner while the blood was at 
freezing temperature and not at 
body temperature." 


Both Dr. Williams and Dr. Clem- 


ent A. Finch, associate professor 
of medicine in charge of hematol- 
ogy at the university, said they 
would "gladly participate in the 
same experiment tomorrow." 


They said the bacteria had not 


yet been identified, but they be- 
lieved it to be a saprophyte (any 
organism living on dead or decay- 
ing organic matter), which does 
not grow at body temperature but 
thrives when chilled. It produces 
.shock and high fever. 


The project in which Leedom 


took part was started by the uni- 
versity nine months ago as part of 
a nation-wide effort to find pre- 
servatives which would keep whole 
blood longer than the 21 days con- 
sidered safe with the present use 
of acid citrate glucose. 
Several 


other laboratories in the country 
are conducting research along the 
same line. 


Both university doctors said bac- 


teria has been found on very rare 
occasions in refrigerated blood, but 
was _ so uncommon the risk was 
almost negligible.

campaign to reduce grade crossing 
disasters, which account for about 
five per cent of all auto fatali- 
ties. 


To see the problem from an en- 


gineer's standpoint-I rode in his 
cab the other day with Lemley. 
He pilots the Baltimore & Ohio's 
crack passenger train, "The Royal 
Blue," from Washington, D. C., to 
Jersey City, X. J. 


The nine-car train is pulled by a 


4,000-horsepowcr diesel locomotive 
and reaches a speed of 70 to 80 
miles an hour in the 223 mile trip. 


It turned out that the chief prob- 


lems of Lemley and his fireman 
were to see that the track was 
clear—and to warn motorists. 


"There are about 200 grade 


crossings along the way," Lemley 
said. 
Exactly 1,600 feet before 


each crossing stood a concrete 
whistle post. At each post Lemley 
tugged four times on the whistle 
cord—two longs, a short and an- 
other long. And the whistle—it 


is ically a horn—moaned with a 
sound audible for miles. 


Bell Ring*. Too 


"The train bell rings before each 


crossing, too," explained the engi- 
neer. "But the sound travels for- 
wards and you can't hear it in the 
cab." 


Lemley, a 
white-haired man 


with two grandchildren, has to 
pull that whistle cord 800 times by 
law. But he did it at least another 
100 times for himself—to signal 
back to waving kids, farmers, and 
housewives hanging laundry on the 
line. 
~ 


"You get to know quite a few 


people along the way over the 
years,' he said, smiling. 
. It gives you alift to hear the 
singing rails as you zoom along in 
a locomotive cab. I began to un- 
derstand the feeling railroad men 
have for their work. 


Bo»>s Came Along 


With us in the cab rode Lcm- 


ley's boss, Wilson H. Stevens, B. 
& O. road foreman of engines, a 
former engineer himself. As a big 
dump truck 
suddenly 
trundled 


across the tracks ahead of us in 
violation of the red warning lights, 


I asked what would happen if the 
truck suddenly stalled. 


"We'd hit him," said Stevents. 


"We could slow down—but wo 
couldn't stop in time. 


"I've hit em myself. It gives 


you a completely helpless feeling. 
You keep waving at the driver. 
trying1 to tell him to get out. What 
do you think of? 
Well—he hesi- 


tated—"Ive had five children my- 
self. 
All I remember thinking 


about when I(saw there was going 
to be an accident was"—he hesi- 
tated again—"I just hoped there 
wouldn't be any kids In the car." 


Not Much to Do 


There was a long silence among 


the' three trainmen as we roared 
on down the rails. Trainmen hate 
to talk about grade crossing acci- 
dents, because they dont feel there 
is much they themselves can do to 
halt them. 


When I climbed down from the 


cab later, Lemley said, almost 
apologetically: 


"You 
know, I've been lucky— 


just lucky, that's all." 


A trainman then mentioned a 


case in which a motorist at a 
crossing crashed into the caboose 
at the end of a 100-car freight 
train. 


"We still can't figure that driver 


out," he said, scratching his head.

Rosy Russian Offer to Germany 


Is Old Trick of Delusion 


Russia's call for a peace conference on Germany is one 


of the more astute propaganda moves the Kremlin has made 
in recent months. 


Its appeal to the German mind is powerful. The Russians 


urge a unified Germany with its bwn independent military 
force, a country wholly free of occupation armies. They 
suggest the Germans be allowed to develop their economy 
without limit and to trade as they wish. They even hint 
Germany might have a chance to regain eastern territory 
which was handed to Poland at the close of World War II- 


The Western powers obviously can offer nothing so at- 


tractive as this. They alone cannot unify Germany. They 
cannot promise return of any land except the western Saar 
region. Their military proposition is for German armed 
units welded into a six-nation European army. And they 
seem disinclined to make sweeping economic concessions. 
*

The Soviet scheme inevitably strengthens the hand of 


Chancellor Adenauer's opposition in Germany, since 'groups 
like Kurt Schumacher's Social Democrats have long assailed 
him for conceding too much to the Western powers. Now 
they have more ammunition. 
, 


It is even likely that many in both Britain and France 


will find the Russian proposal appealing. That is, within 
limits. France coul'd not be expected to like the idea of a 
revived independent German army, nor Britain to approve 
a Germany freed of all trade fetters. But the prospect of 
some kind of settlement for Germany, has its understand- 
able fascination for a Europe sick of problems. 


In the end, however, the transparency of this latest Rus- 


sian device must be evident to all. What a futile thing it is 
to sit at the peace table with the Soviet Union has been well 
illustrated by the interminable delays over the Austrian 
treaty, and Panmunjom, where the Russians stand behind 
the actual Red negotiators, is a more current example. 
•

Other parts of the Soviet proposal are equally suspect. 


The withdrawal of foreign troops always has been a phony, 
inasmuch as it would leave the Russians at the adjacent Ger- 
man-Polish border, while American forces would retire across 
3000 miles of ocean. 


The offer of sweeping economic freedom and of an inde- 


pendent armed force is so at odds with earlier Russian atti- 
tudes that these features can hardly be taken seriously- It 
used to be a favorite Kremlin sport to claim that the West 
was allowing Germany too much freedom to'rebuild. 


Reduced to treaty terminology as conceived by Moscow, 


these items of bait probably would look less inviting to the 
Germans. But in their present form they are hard for any 
German leader to just sniff at. 


We and our partners in the West have a tough chore 


ahead—convincing the Germans that the roseate dream just 
fabricated by the Russians is a snare and a delusion, with 
the real aim of disrupting the defense unity and strength of 
the forces of freedom.

Q—Is very hard water injurious 


to the system in any way? Could 
it cause gallstones? Would it be 
harmful to use a water softener 
to remove the chemicals?

A—There seems little evidence 


to suggest that hard water doc* 
any harm to the body, and cer- 
tainly a great many people have 
dru.ik hard water for many yearn 
without suffering any disastrous 
effects 


There also seems little reason to 


bellrv that drinking hard water 
predisposes to gallstone- forma- 
tion. Finally, it may he said that 
drinking water which ban been 
treated 
by approved standard 


methods of water softening is 
also not Injurious.

Q—What would be the cause of 


a fungus condition in the mouth? 
Is it a form of allergy?* 
E. P. 


A—The first part of this ques- 


tion answers Itself in that the 
cause Is a fungus which is one 


of the lower forms of plant life. 
Several 
different 
varieties of 


fungi can, however, involve the 
mouth. 


It is probaly not correct to 


speak of such infections as a form 
of allergy, though it is by no 
means impossible that allergy to 
the fungus can develop and make 
the situation worse. 


Q—My 14-month-old son Is in 


excellent health with the excep- 
tion of having-trouble with his 
teeth. This keeps him from, get- 
ting to sleep at night and wakes 
him up after & ahort time. Is 
this serious? 


Mrs. A. D. P. 


A—There is gome doubt that 


normal teething alone can cause 
serious difficulty, though many 
parents who have experienced it 
feel that it does. If this little boy 
Is suffering from loss of sleep, 
however, he should he taken to 
the pediatrician and given a 
thorough examination to be sure 
that there is nothing else the 
matter with his physical condi- 
tion or with the way you are feed- 
Ing or managing him. 


Q—My little boy, five years old 


has developed a habit of blinking 
his eyes every short while. Is this 
a nervous condition, and what can 
be done for it ? 


F.B. 


A—This certainly sounds like a 


nervouN condition, closely related 
to what is known as "tic" or habit 
spasm. He should be kept as calm 
as 
possible and his attention 


should not be drawn to this habit. 
His 
pediatrician 
should 
know 


about it, and there is a fairly 
good chnnce that he will outgrow 
it. 


Q—Can sleeping on the left side

There 
are two kines of spades in this 
deck. Then he looked down at 
the card he had led and turned a 
bright shade of green. As you've 
undoubtedly guessed, he had let 
the king of clubs under the im- 
pression that he was leading the 
king of spades. 


"Well, he grabbed his king of 


clubs to try to put it back in his 
hand, and I didn't try to stop him 
but my partner insisted that the 
card had been led and that East 
couldn't take it back. Since North 
also happens to be my boss, and 
since I'm not a complete nitwit, I 
didn't argue the point. That king 
of clubs had to stand as a lead. 


"The payoff, as you can see, is 


that the king of clubs is the only 
card that East can lead to defeat 
me. With that lead I get no ruffs 
in dummy, and I can win only 
ten tricks in high cards: a spade 
a heart, two diamonds, and six 
clubs. 


"If East leads any of the re- 


maining ten cards in his hand (but 
not the king of clubs), I can make 
the contract. For example, if East 
leads a third spade, I throw a dia- 
mond from my hand and win in 
dummy.

Father Masse said I was mistaken in my reve- 


lation that the AFL staff was intent on creating a 
socialist world as a substitute for the capitalist- 
democratic world and a rival to the Communist 
world. One of my points was that the AFL had 
no mandate from the people of the United States to 
Interfere in the politics and other internal affairs of 
foreign nations. 
Incidentally, Leon Dayton, the

Government Now 
Can Proceed With 
New Indictment 


WASHINGTON — (AP)~ 
The 


Supreme court today cleared the 
way for the government to try 
William W. Remington on new 
charges that he lied about Commu- 
nist connections. Remington is a 
former 510,000-a-year Commerce 
department official. 


He was convicted 13 months ago 


in New York of having sworn 
falsely to a federal grand jury that 


had never been a Communist 


i&rty member. But the U. S. cir- 
cuit court there ordered a new 
trial. It said the judges charge to 
the jury was too vague on what 
constitutes party membership. 


Appeals Decision 


Remington 
appealed 
to 
the 


Supreme court, contending he was 
entitled to either a judgment of 
acquittal or dismissal of the per- 
ury indictment. 


While this appeal was pending, 


he government obtained a new in- 
lictment in New York. It charged 
Remington testified falsely at the 
irst trial. 


The government then told the 


iupreme court it planned to'ask 
the trial court to dismiss the 
riginal perjury indictment. It said 
hat because Remington's appeaa 
was pending, there was uncertain- 
y whether the trial court could 
hermit dismissal of the original in- 
lictment without approval from 
he supreme court. 


Refuses Okay

efused to give its okay while 
Remingtons appeal was pending, 
'he Justice department then ask- 
d the court to deny Remington & 
earing on the pending 'appeal 
'his request the high court grant- 
d today, apparently by a vote of 
to 2. 
The court's order 
noted that 


ustices Black and Douglas dis- 
ented in the denial and that 
ustice Clark took no part in the 
ase. 
The department's brief said the 
•overnment still intends to ask the 
rial court to dismiss the original 
'erjury indictment. Today's denial 
if a hearing to Remington thus 
lears the way for the govern- 
ment to go ahead with tliis dis- 
nissal action and trial of the new 
harge.

liquor dealer, told house tax in- 
vestigators today he felt there was 
something a "little unusual" in the 
way the government slapped seven 
million dollars of jeopardy tax 
assessments against him in 1948. 


He said he had just paid $1,200,- 


000 in taxes when two agents came 
into his office on March 3, 1948, 
with the assessments, and he could 
not help but feel that "outside in- 
fluences," perhaps from competi- 
tors, figured in the government 
action. 


Klein described the $1,200,000 as 


"capital gains" taxes on five mil- 
lion dollars he said he realized 
from an investment of $1,000 in a 
foreign corporation set up to deal 
in liquor. He said the big profits 
were run up in two and one-half 
years. 


Klein, a graying, soft-spoken 


man, testified before the house 
ways and means subcommittee 
which is digging into scandals in 
the internal revenue bureau.

Extortion 
Money Can 
Be Taxed 
' WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 
Supreme Court ruled today that 
federal Income tax must be paid 
on money even if it was obtained 
by extortion. 


The 5-4 decision upheld the con- 


viction of James Rutkin in New- 
ark, N.J., on a charge that he 
willfully evaded payment of in- 
come tax on 5250,000. The govern- 
ment claimed the money as ex- 
tortPd from Joseph Reinfeld, busi- 
ness associate of Rutkin. 


Justice Burton delivered the ma- 


jority ruling. 


Justice Black wrote a sharp 


dissenting opinion in which Jus- 
tices Reed, Frankfurter and Doug 
las joined. 


Rutkin, Reinfield and several 


others operated a bootleg liquor 
boat beyond the 12-mile limit dur- 
ing prohibition. 


The Justice department said 


Rutkin obtained the $250,000 from 
Reinfeld in 1943 by threats and 
harassing demands. 


A federal court convicted Rut- 


kin and he was sentenced to four 
years in prison and a 510,000 fine. 
Rutkin appealed to the highest 
tribunal after the U.S. circuit 
court ir Philadelphia upheld his 
conviction. 


Burton said: 
"An unlawful gain, as well as a 


lawful one, constitues taxable in- 
come when its recipient has such 
control over it that, as a practical 
matter, he derives readily realiz- 
able economic value from it." 


Black's dissenting opinion said: 


"It stretches previous tax inter- 
pretations too far to classify the 
sporadic loot of an embezzler, 
an extortioner or a robber as tax- 
able earnings derived from a busi- 
ness, trade or profession."

Wild Welcome 
Given Champs 
Upon Return 


5,000 'Neighbors' 
Invade Village to 
Hail Homecoming

HEBRON — (AP) — This 


tiny McHenry county village 
was back in control of its 652 
citizens today after being be- 
seiged by an estimated 5,000 
"neighbors" who yesterday 
climaxed the most frenzied 
homecoming jamboree in 
state history. 


There was every indication that 


all cows of Hebron would be milk- 
ed as the townspeople gradually 
settled back to normalcy with a 
warm 
proudness 
that 
seldom 


comes to a whistle-stop. 


Hebron high's basketball ICPT>. 


was home with the state champ- 
ionship, an accomplishment un- 
duplicated by such a small school 
(97 enrollment, 43 boys) in 45 
years of the meet. 


Takes Six Hours 


The 190-mile trip from Cham- 


paign to Hebron yesterday took 
more than six hours, but the mill- 
ing crowds of 5,000 that engulfed 
the hamlet from surrounding com- 
munities stayed joyfully through 
sub-freezing wind and snow to 
welcome the champs. 


All along the route, cities opened 


their arms and hearts to Hebron's 
team proudly headed by "Little 
Napoleon"—the name given the 
diminutive, b a l d i n g 39-year-old 
coach, Russ Ahearn. 


State highway patrols convoyed 


the caravan in the return parade 
from Champaign and continually 
relayed by radio its progress to 
Hebron. 


The entourage started out with 


about 50 autos but had swollen 
to 700 before joining the stream 
of waiting cars that jammed high- 
ways ir. a three-mile radius around 
Hebron. 


Friends Join Parade 


Like a tidal wave, the caravan 


picked up newcomers at such cities 
in Its path as Morris, where 
several thousand turned out; El- 
gin, Dundee, Algonquin, Wood- 
stock and on in. 


Fire engines wailed the ap- 


proach of the conquerors at each 
juncture. It was as if all of North- 
ern Illinois wanted to lay claim 
to Hebron's Green Giants as their 
own. 


It could only happen—in such a 


fairy-tale way—to such a small 
schoo. that registered 35 wins 
against one defeat for the season 
and vividly captured the fancy of 
the whole state. 


Hebron was on the map in a 


big way. 


And when the team finally ar- 


rived at Hebron—almost deserted 
since Thursday when 500 citizens 
took ofl for the tournament—the 
cheers, auto horns, fire sirens,- 
and bell ringing by the 5,000 fans 
made the most deafening noise 
ever heard on the McHcnry county 
countryside.

"I just 
don't agree that America's future 
lies in that direction." 


Moral Weakness 


He said he has a distinct feeling 


that "we have been packing on the 
moral side." 


Asked, in effect, if he thinks the

many restrictions on labor unions 
and employers, Eisenhowci said 
the whole question was one of 
"human relations." 


"I don't think there's any law 


that can be written which can 
assuie good faith in its interpre- 
tation when there is deliberate de- 
sign to act in bad faith," ne said. 
"I believe of much more import- 
ance in labor-management rela- 
tions is the spirit that both sides 
show toward each other." 


Too Much Control 


He said he agrees with the "gen- 


eralization that we should have as 
little of government in business 
and private affairs as is feasible in 
our modern, complex life," but 
added: 


"Surely nobody is going to advo- 


cate that people should be allowed 
to starve or that unemployment 
should reach such a point that peo- 
ple, through no fault of their own, 
arc actuall in want or suffering 
privation,' 


As a military man, Eisenhower 


said he doesn't want to see any 
more war.
